Georgia's helm. changes hands to- | 


day. A young man from Winder, son 
of the chief justice of this state's su- 
preme court, will add more luster to 
the Russell name when he accepts 
from his honored father, Riehard B. 
Russell, for whom he is named, the 
responsibility of guiding the ship of 
state for the next two years. 

Richard B. Russell Jr., 33, former 
speaker of the house, will be sworn 
in as governor in ceremonies that be- 
gin at 11 o'clock this morning on the 
capitol lawn. The general assembly, 
in regular session since Wednesday, 
will inaugurate the new governor un- 
der bright promise of better days for 
Georgia; With the end of hard times 
in sight. 

A short session of both houses at 
10 o'clock will precede the inaugura- 
tion, but it is not expected that any 
Jecislative business of consequence 
will follow the busy morning Friday 
when more than two score of bills and 
resolutions were introduced in the 
house. 

Friday was featured by the last 
acts of Governor Hardman’s service 
to the state. The tablet, placed on 
the wall of the corridor next to the 
governor's office, was unveiled by his 
daughter, Emma Griffin Hardman, 11. 

On the greensward at the southwest 
corner of the capitol, there has been 


erected a large wooden stand. To it, 
Governor-elect Russell will be escorted 
this morning by a committee com- 
posed of Senators West, Fowler, 
Strickland, Ennis and Adkins, and 
Representatives Fagan, Rivers. Ken- 
nedy, Beasley, Alexander, Edwards, 
Allen and Franklin. 

Thirty members of the Russell fam- 
ily will be seated on the platform, 
which has a capacity. of 60 persons.

Gasoline War Looms 
As Prices Here Fall 


A gasoline price-cutting war among 
major oil companies loomed Friday 
when the Standard Oil Company’s an- 
nouncement of a two-cent reduction 
on all grades of gasoline was parried 
by their leading competitors with 
similar reductions. 

Effective at noon today, the price 
of Standard ethyl gasoline will be 
lowered to 19 cents, Crown gasoline 
will be lowered to 16 cents, and Kyso 
Green to 13 1-2.cents. 

But sharply on the heels of this 
announcement, issued Friday by R. 
E.. -Hodgson, district manager for the 
Standard Oil Company, followed a 
bulletin from officials of the Shell 
Oil Company stating that Shell “400,” 
hitherto priced at 16 cents, would be 
sold for 15 .cents per gallon, start- 
ing at the same.hour today. The 
price of Shell ethyl will probably be 
reduced later, it was announced. 

“We will meet the reduction ordered 
by the Standard company,” Wofford 
Oil Company officials stated. - Local 
Texas officials must wait on instruc- 
tions from Houston, they said, “but. 
judging from past history, we shall 
have to meet the new prices,” they 
added.

POST AND GATTY 
UP 1,400 MILES 
AUROSS SIBERIA 


Hillig and Hoiriis Given 
Great Welcome as They 
Complete Flight to Co- 
penhagen. 


IRKUTSK, Siberia, June 27. 
(?)—Wiley Post and Harold Gat- 
ty landed here at noon today (11 
p. m., eastern standard time) Fri- 


day, completing a flight of 1,050 
miles from Novo Sibirsk and an- 
‘other leg of their ’round-the-world 


flight. 


IRKUTSK, Siberia, June 26.—(#) 
Flying over a portion of bleak Siberia 
today, Wiley Post and Harold Gatty, 
globe-girdling fliers, reached Novo 
eg " 1 oe m. Greenwich time 
(8:32 T.) and planned to 
take off within a few hours for Ir- 
kutsk; a flight of 1,050 miles. 

Leaving Moscow at 5 a. m. 
m., E. S. T..) the American fliers ap- 
parently followed the trans-Siberian 
railroad over the Ural mountains into 
Asia and thence castward. Omsk, on 
the rqailroad, sighted the fliers at 


2 :05 D.. m., Moscow time, (7:05 a. 
m., E. T.) but they did not stop. 
The dl word from them followed 
their landing: at Novo Sibirsk. The 
hop to Sibirsk, estimated at 1,450 air 
miles, had been made at an average 
speed of about 140 miles an hour, in- 
dicating the Winnie Mae, that has 
taken them over 6,000 miles of land 
and sea, had functioned perfectly. 
The fliers reached Sibirsk an hour 
ond a half earlier than they had ex- 


pected. 

The next leg of the world flight 
will be over terrain similar to that 
flown” over today. Post and Gatty 
doubtless will follows the guiding line 
of the trans-Siberian railroad, which 
wends eastward to Irkutsk, keeping 
north of the mountains that separate, 
Siberia from Mongolia. 

At Irkutsk, close to Lake Baikal, 
the fliers will plot one of the most 
thazardous legs of the flight, that 
over mountains and desolate territory 
either to Yakutsk or Khaborovsk. 

The route to Yakutsk is the more 
hazardous but more direct way to- 
ward, Nome, Alaska, as the flight to 
Khaborovsk would follow the guiding 
trans-Siberian rails. 

From either point the aerial trek 
will turn to an over-water flight as 
the sea of Okhotsk must be crossed 
en route to Petropavlovsk, Kamchat- 
ka. Vhether a stop will be made 
at Pefropavlovsk is not known. 

From there the Argonauts turn 
northeastward over Bering sea and its 
countless islands to strike the North 
American continent again at Nome, 
Alaska.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—()— 
Plans for a detailed and extensive 
dry campaign in connection with next 
year's elections were drawn up today 


of organizations favoring prohibition. 

Announcement of what was includ- 
ed was withheld, but Colonel Patrick 
H. Callahan, of Louisville, one of 
those selected to draw up a_ public 
statement for publication later, said 
it was “the most comprehensive pro- 
gram ever outlined by the drys.” 

Many of those present at today’s! 
meeting were clergyinen. Before | 
them, Dr. Daniel A. Poling, chair- | 
man of the newly created “allied 
for prohibition,” explained 
plans for a whirlwind campaign of | 
his own separated almost entirely | 
from the church. 

Still using a crutch, Bishop James | 
Cannon Jr., of the Methodist Episeo- | 
pal Church, South, one of the strate- | 
zy board members, declined to answer | 
all questions as to how Dr. Poling’s 
campaign had been received. He said 
he had not been authorized to talk. 
_ Many of the others present likewise 
‘declined to discuss its reception, but 
Dr. F. Scott McBride, superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon league, said: 

“There was a friendly discussion 
of the allied forces’ plans. Dr. Pol- 
ing declared he favored a friendly re- 
lationship between his organization 
and the older groups.” 

Dr. Poling said yesterday the 257- 
day campaign planned by the allied 
forces to reach into as many cities 
prior to the political conventions of 
1932 was seeking “fresh support” for 
the dry law.

Three-Foot Worms

This remarkable semi-aquatie va- 


riety of the earthworm family is de- 


scribed by Professor Shinkishi Hatai 


in the science reports of Tokyo Impe- 
rial University. The worms, he says. 
are abundant and have been known 
for generations to the fishermen in 
villages around the lake, who use 
them as bait for eels. So far as 
known, they are confined to a fairly 
restricted locality. 


Professor Hatai believes that the 
ancestors of these worms, which are 
reported to have appeared suddenly, 
were introduced “many generations 
ago by a celebrated Japanese mer- 
chant and explorer whose boyhood 
home was in one of the fishing vil- 
lages. This man, he found, traveled 
extensively in the Philippine Islands 
and Java and was  aceustomed to 
bring. home natural cariosities he 
picked up on his travels. 

As far as known they never have 
been found elsewhere, but Dr. Hatai 
believes they eventually will be de-

The hospital has applied for an 1n- 
erease in the capacity of the institu- 
tion to the government.

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INGOME TAXES BRING 
MANY CASES 10 COURT 


Although a great many years have 
passed since the income tax laws of 
the nation were enacted the supreme 
court still finds them responsible for 


la large share of the questions pre- 


sented each year for decision. 

Seldom do the rulings it hands down 
in response prove of widespread ef- 
fect, as they have their inception 
rather in the intricacies of modern 
business which, often as the result 
of an attempt to reduce tax payments, 
creates some complex situations for 
the court to deal with. 

During the session just ended the 


' most important of the income tax de-! 


cisions handed down by the tribunal 
cost the government close to $100,000,- 
000 in income. This was in a series 


| of cases involving the right of the tax- 


ing authorities to force married -men 
to pay the entire tax on community 
incomes. 

Old Legal Practice. 

Strangely enough this ruling, which 
held that husband and wife might file 
separate returns for one-half of their 
joint income, was made possible by the 
ancient legal practices brought to the 
southwest by the Spaniards early in 
the country's development. 

These laws, to which the modern 
state laws ave the successors, held that 
each of the married pair shared gqual- 
ly in all income derived by either or 
both after marriage... Such laws exist 
in Washington, Texas, Louisiana. Ari- 
zona, Idaho, Nevada and New Mexico. 


In order to obtain a final ruling to! 


determine whether married persons in 
these states might have an advantage 
which residents of other states do not 
enjoy brought test cases from each of 
the first four states. 

The decision affects only persons 
paying taxes in the higher brackets, 
as they are thereby entitled to receive 
a much Jarger amount before they en- 
counter the higher scale fixed for large 
incomes.

The reparations *were largely a 
method of continuing the war indefi- 
nitely whereas the recovery of the 
‘world and_ future peace depend on 
ending this political and financial war 
at an early date. 

The reparations collected and to be 
collected from Germany are over and 
above a million square miles of terri- 
tory and an estimated ten billions of 
public and private property confiscat- 
ed and taken over by the European 
allied nations—a result achievab's 
only through America’s weight in 
ending the deadlock. Hence the admin- 
istration seems correct in distinguish- 
ing political reparations, more prop- 
erly called war indemnity, from the 
economic repayment of borrowed mon- 
ey which brought the borrowers high 
returns. 

The American sacrifice is a real 
one; the allied sacrifice probably is 
mainly on paper, but in the interests 
of economic and political» peace it 
seems proper to make it. 

The difficulty now is that some of 
the c_untries of Europe seem to think 
that they have a vested interest in 
the continuation of economic chaos in 
central EK rope and are likely to op- 
pose serious and fundamental efforts 
at amelioration which would permit 
sound economic recovery. 


This unfortunate policy is the basic 


cua = infer, of the gradual) deterio- 


ration of the world’s economic health 
for these countries still apparently be- 
lieve that their own supremacy de- 
pends on the misery and economic de- 
vastation of their neighbors. 

From this distorted view of nation- 
al interest the whole world is now suf-

The pitch for the green up to 75 
yards, is one of the mest delicate 
shots in golf. : 

This is the shot that is winning 
for MacDonald Smith when he has 
the feel of the club. He is the mas- 
ter of the mashie-niblick approach. 

The most important controlling 
factor, in the very short pitch, is 
the lack of knee and body action. 

The shot is strictly an arm and 
wrist movement keeping the pitch 
and run under control 

The knees are the hinge upon 
which this movement -is built. 

Any loose knee action. may cause 
all sorts of trouble in getting the 
clubhead into the ball at the right 
point. 

The wrists are next in control. 
The hands,work together, The right 
seems to roll over a bit in getting 
the clubhead back and into the ball 
at right angles to the hole. 

To use too much wrist snaps the 
head into the ball with an open or a 
closed face. 

This pulls or slices the ball and it 
either kicks to the right or the left 
of the pin and runs from the cup. 

The stance is an important posi- 
tion. It is best to play the club 
with the face a bit open. This en- 
ables the player to put a certain 
amount of cut under the ball with- 
out forcing the backspin and stop. 

Never look up until you hear the 
ball hit the green.
